LONDON, Dec. 10.—Andrew Bonar 


Law, chancellor of the exchequer, an- 
nounced in the house of commons to- 
day .that Jerusalem, after being- sur- 
rounded on all sides by the British 
troops, had surrendered. 


The capture of Jerusalem by 
the 


British forces marks the end, with two 
brief interludes, of 
more 
than 1200 
years of possession of the seat of the 


Christian religion by the Mohamme- 
dans. For 63 years tho holy city has 
been in undisputed ownership of the 
Turks, the last Christian ruler of 
Jerusalem being the German emperor, 
Frederick II.. whose short-lived domi- 
nation last from 1229 to 1244. 
Apart from its connection with the 
campaign being waged against Tur- 
key by the British in Mesopotamia, 
the fall of Jerusalem marks the def- 
inite collapse at the long-protected 


thi 
efforts of the Turks to capture 
Suez canal and invade Egypt. 
Almost 
the first move made by Turkcv after 
her entrance into the war was a oain- 
Pa'fn ag-alnst Egypt across the desert 
of the &Inai peninsula. In November,

Chairman Edward Fisher called to .or- 
der and read the -names of 70 lawyers

are four exemption boards in this city 
at the present time and we have been 
authorized 
In 
appointing- 
associate 
members of the board. Tou are prao- 
tically appointed by :the governor, he 
acting for the president of the United 
States." 
The questionaire, 
selective service 
regulations, papers 
containing the 
oath and other literature was distrib- 
uted as each man resnonded to his 
name and after all had been sworn in 
as. associate members they signed the 
oaths which were collected and later 
.will be turned over to the 
adjutant 
general. 
'Continuing Chairman 
Fisher said: 
"Those oaths will he turned over to 
the office of the adjutant general and 
' a man in this line • will be excused 
from any and all court engagements 
while he is sitting on the board. The 
selective service regulations will give 
. you the full instruotions and I want 
to call your particular 
attention to 
section "30, page 14, and 
sections 45 
and 46 on page 22, the three most im- 
portant sections in the pamphlet. You 
are to get nothing for 
your services 
anrl you are not allowed to irake a 
charge for administering an oath to a 
registrant. I know that no member of 
this board will dodge his duty. 
"There are about 11,000 registrants to 


fill out the answers In the questionaire. 
lOach of these registrants has a right 
to seek the advice of an attorney 
In 
order that the questions may be made 
out in a proper manner. 
"Perhaps beginning the 15th of this 
rnonth each exemption board will send 
out 'questionalres to 5 per cent of the 
number on their list. This w 
Til> be kept 


up until every registrant has been sup- 
plied with a list of questions and each 
registrant Is required by law to return 
the questionaire filled out in accord- 
ance with Instructions contained there- 
in, within seven days from the date of 
-his .notice. ' Failure to do so is a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine or Im- 
prisonment for one year and may re- 
sult in the loss of valuable rights and 
in immediate Induction 
Into 
military 
service." 
•'Chairman Fisher then 
asked the 
members of the board to ask questions 
as to which would be the better way

spite of war conditions, the automo- 
bil« industry brought into the Mas- 
s»chuaetts state treasury during the 
fiscal year just closed a revenuo only 
*SO,1S6.85 short of the $2,000.000 mark, 
and 4405,459.34 more than in the pre- 
ceding year. 
When final figures have 


been obtained from all 
Iho 
courts. 


which are required to turn into the 
state treasury all lines assessed upon 
motorists, it is confidently expected 
that the automobile revenue will be in 
excess of 52,000,000. 


This year there were registered 14S.- 


266 pleasure vehicles and 26,008 trucks, 
as compared with 117,895 pleasure cars 
and 18,914 commercial 
vehicles reg- 


istered' in 1916, these figures repre- 
senting an increase of 27 per cent, in 
this year's registrations. 
In 1016, the 


increase over the 1915 figures was 32 
per cent., but in actual registrations 
the increase in 1916 was b u t ' 34,178, 
while this year it was 37,465. 


There are now 
214,229 persons In 
this state authorized to operate mo- 
tor vehicles, exclusive of motorcycles. 
The new license, including both pri- 


"• vate operators and 
chauffeurs, num- 


ber 69,487, and 
the 
renewed licenses 


344,742. Nearly 27,000 people who .vcre 
licensed to operate last year 1'ailod, for 
one reason or another, to renew their 
licenses this year, one of the chief 
causes of this failure being', in the 
opinion of the highway commissioners, 
the fact that so" many of tne. young 
men of the state have Joined tho col- 
ors. 
It had been feared that Hits ces- 
sation of ordinary .pursuits would re- 
sult in a decline in registrations, but 
such seems not: to ha-ve been 'the case.

site seems to have been tlio fact in 
this case. At first the loss of

The extent of the fatality is sim- 


ply appalling- and there arc probably 
more than three times as many in- 
jured, helpless and 
homeless. 
Such 


a catastrophe must certainly appeal to 
the sympathy of all charitably dis- 
posed people and bring prompt relief 
to the sufferers. 


AM to how the accident 
occurred 


there is nothing thus far 
to 
show 


that it was not wholly accidental and 
.\ot nobody can give a very clear ac- 
count of Ihe occurrence. 
If. as al- 


leged, it was due to the Jill. Blanc, 
the French vessel loaded with 
the 


most powerful explosive known, being 
rammed by a small 
Belgian 
relief 


ship, then it came as a result of 
gross and stupid carelessness 
that 


might be termed criminal. 


The disaster certainly conveys a 


striking lesson to the companies en- 
gaged in the transportation of explo- 
sives or munitions of any kind. Ev-

guarded 


against collisions as much as against 
submarines.

The men'boarded the 


ship, threw the burning cargo over- 
board and checked the flames before 
U'ey could spread to the 
Holds..

vessel was taken out to sea today and 
sunk. 
After the Picton had gone to the bot- 
tom it was officially 
announced that 
there was absolutely no danger now of 
other explosions in the harbor. 
The Picton was moored at a sugar 
refinery plant last Thursday when the 
Mont Blanc exploded and most of her 
officers and crew were killed. Fire im- 
mediately started on the deck and ex- 
cept for Capt. Harrison, formerly il 
British skipper, who set her adrift and 
extinguished the flame, single-handed, 
greater destruction would have been 
caused.

no damage, although it increased the 
tear of the naval authorities, who de- 
tailed a company of the liSrd Halifax 
riltemen to siand by.

"I didn't consult W.C.T.U statistics, 
nor did I have recourse to figures from

Uncle Sam and the liquor side of the 
question. So that the facts that.I as- 
sembled could not lean unduly to the 
temperance side. 
"Annually, I found, we spend two 
billions of dollars for booze, in the 
United States, an amount sufficient to 
run all our railroads, including the 
Boston & Maine, £nd an amount four 
limes greater than that required to 
maintain our public schools. This -two 
billions equals the value of a working 
man's home valued at $3800 destroyed 
every minute in the year. 
And it is 
being expended at a time when every 
force and factor is necessary to save 
tho country. 
"The liquor crowd has submitted pe- 
titions at Washington purporting to 
be signed by two millions of trades 
unionists. 
Investigation proves 
this 
number a gross exaggeration made in 
ignorance or deliberate intent to de- 
ceive the president. 
There are hun- 
dreds of thousands of trades unionists 
who stand for temperance, and there 
are many labor leaders who have be- 
come weary of the spectacle of labor 
being made the goat by liquor inter- 
ests. Men who will lie about working 
men will lie to them, and should not 
be considered. 
"An argument frequently advanced is 


".hat no license throws men out 
of 
jobs. Lot us see if that is so. We'll 
iSHunic that a man earning $20 a week 
comes home instead of going to the 
saloon, and gives his earnings to his 
wife. 
The woman of the house, we 
all know, puts.monej' to best use. She 
goes down town, buys groceries, pro- 
visions, clothes, pays the rent and puts 
the $20 into wholesale circulation. Un- 
cle Sam says through MB figures that 
if the money invested in the liquor 
business were invested in other ways— 
or, if we had no license, 
In 
other 
words—there would be four times as 
many working men on the pay rolls, 
four times the volume of wages and 
four times the production this conn- 
try now has.

To meet this 
menace the United States must speed 
up-its military preparations, tho secre- 
tary adds, -with a warmning that the 
enemy is preparing to put into execu-

turing since the defeat of the Russian 
armies at Tannenburg

ties of the man. 
In the face of the greatest discouragements and difficul- 


ties, with engineers and contractors saying it was not practicable, Mr, 
Morse went ahead and accomplished what seemed impossible. 
He low- 


ered that sewer at a cost of $21,000 and brought about a transformation 
in building construction in Merrimack square, 
with increased taxatlotl 


paying over and over again the original cost of the sewer. 
While of 


course, the sewer is underground, it is indeed a monument to the skill 
and-ability of Mr. Morse, and one of the greatest feats 
of sewer con-

ous difficulties, and solid ledge five feet wide and eleven feet deep. Mr.

ness in a satisfactory manner. Kadi, 
of course, has strong points to recom- 
mend him to certain sections of our 
citizens, but the one consideration thai 
should sway the voters in making their 
selection is the 'fitness 
that 
comes 


from business experience, sound judg- 
ment, and unimpeachable integrity. 


The principal interest in the choice 


of officials centres on the mayoralty. 
That contest should not be complicat- 
ed with any other but should bo decid- 
ed entirely upon the merits of the 
candidates as tested on the lines we 
have laid down. 


Whether the city votes license or no 


license, the mayor as head of the pub- 
lic safety department will be held 
strictly accountable for the strict en- 
forcement of the law. If he fails the 
citizens will be fully justified in ap- 
plying the recall provision 
of 
the 


charter wisely designed to remedy just 
such a situation. 


Where the entire responsibility for 


the business and financial interests of 
the city is dependent upon a majority 
of the municipal council, or in other 
words upon three men, it is of the ut- 
most importance that those men be 
thoroughly competent, clear 
sighted, 


honest and 
conservative. TVhat Is 


true of the municipal council in-this 
respect, is equally true of the school 
board. In selecting the members of 
that body, it is equally important that 
the most capable of the nominees be 
.elected. 


DIFFICULT RAILROAD PROBLEMS 


The railroads of the country are 


wholly unequal to the strain placed 
upon them and must have tho assist- 
ance needed from the government, to 
enable them to surmount their difficul- 
ties. Jn Ihe transportation of coal and 
of industrial products there is preat 
need of relief. By a proper systema- 
tization of the work to be done and 
strict, priority for essentials, 
it 
is 


probable that a great 
improvement 


may be effected.

of 


men to handle the cars more quickly 
and of capital to pay the men tho

last. It is a difficult problem to work 
railroads to about twice their normal 
capacity. No railroad can stand that 
very long- without deterioration that 
will cripple the entire service.

THE HALIFAX CATASTROPHE 
As usual in case of every dreadful 


disaster which has caused widespread 
distress Boston has beeii quick to re- 
spond to the relief of the Halifax suf- 
ferers.

site seems to have been the fact in 
this case. At. first the loss of 
life 


was estimated at 3000 but later re- 
ports show that it was much greater— 
probably nearly twice as great. 


The extent of the fatality is sim- 


ply appalling and there are probably 
more than three times as many in- 
jured, helpless and 
homeless. 
Such 


a catastrophe must certainly appeal to 
the sympathy of all charitably dis- 
posed people and bring prompt relief 
10 the sufferers. 


As !o how the -accident 
occurred 


there is nothing thus far 
to 
show 


that it was not wholly accidental and 
yet nobody can give H very clear ac- 
count of the occurrence. If. as al- 
iened. U was due to the Mt Blanc, 
the French vessel 
loaded with 
the 


most powerful explosive known, being 
rammed by a small 
Belgian 
relief 


ship, inen it came as a result of 
gross and stupid carelessness 
that 


might be termed criminal. 


The disaster 
certainly conveys a 


striking lesson to the companies en- 
paged in the transportation of explo- 
sives or munitions of any kind. 
Ev- 


ery 
such 
ship 
should he 
guarded 


against collisions as much as against 
submarines. 
The 
Halifax 
disaster 


will surely impress this truth on the 
minds of all.

cial problems, and invariably I came 
In contact with the saloon as having a 
very definite bearing on conditions. I 
encountered the statement many times 
that if the saloon closed, a panic would 
ensue. 
I studied and got facts per- 


tinent to this proposition. 
"I didn't consult W.C.T.U statistics, 


nor did I have recourse to figures from 
total abstinence sources, but I availed 
myself 
of -all possible .records from 
Uncle Sam and the liquor side of the 
question. So that the facts that I as- 
sembled could not lean unduly to the 
temperance side. 


"Annually, I found, we spend two 


billions of dollars for booze. In the 
United States, an amount sufficient to 
run all our railroads, including 
the 


Boston & Maine, and an amount four 
times greater than that required to 
maintain our public schools. This two 
billions equals the value of a working 
man's home valued at $3800 destroyed 
every minute In the year.

To meet this 
menace the United States must speed 
up Its military preparations, the secre- 
tary adds, with a warmning that tho 
enemy is preparing to put Into execu- 
tion In France plans he has been ma- 
turing slncft the defeat of the "Russian 
armies at .Tannenburg

Russia have permitted the massing1 of 
men on the western front for that pur- 
pose. 


American Engineers in Baitl? 


The review asserts the German coun- 


ter offensive on the Cambrai front has 
been successful in winning back less 
than one-third of the territory cap- 
tured by Gen. Byng. 
The statement 


also notes 
that 
American 
engineer 
ti oops "exchanging shovels for rifles, 
fought off the enemy side by side with 
the British." 


The lesson of the German exhibition 
of strength is then taken. 
"This German parrying thrust, 
the 
most powerful 
and 
successful 
blow 


aimed at the British during the past 


two and one-half years, coming- as it 
did immediately after the British vic- 
tcry in the same area, serves to em- 
phasize the reviving strength of the 
Germans in the west. 


"Germany by leaving only skeleton 
divisions in the Russian area and by 
concentrating all available guns, mu- 
nitions and men in tho theatre of oper- 
ations in the west, has been able 
to 
niass a relatively greater force 
than 


she has ever been able to mobilize in 
France in the past. 
"This explains the success which the 


enemy was able to achieve In driving 
tHe British 
back 
from. Cambrai. 
It 
would not do for us to minimize 
its 


importance. 


"For a long* time past the enemy has 


been preparing his plans for just such 
an eventuality as 
would arise when 


Russia should enter upon negotiations 
for a separate peace, which has been a 
principal German objective ever since 
the battle of Tannenberg. We must 
expect that he will put these plans into 
execution. Thus he may have at his 
disposal for a time a preponderant nu- 
merical superiority In 
the west; ha 
ftiay even be able to achieve some rela- 
tive advantages in the field such as 
thyse recorded during the past week. 
Magrnftude of Task Before Us < 


"The magnitude of the task before 


Us can be more 
fully 
realized 
when, the British."

Soma 
sewers easily laid, others presenting difficult and vexatious problems to 
overcome. 


Laid the first real permanent block paving in Lowell. The present 


block paving on cement base which has given such general satisfaction. 
Somo of the streets paved by Mr. Morse in this manner 
may be men- 


tioned: Westford, Dutton, from Broadway to Fletcher, Branch street to 
Coral. East Merrimack, Hale, Elm, Crosby,- Gorham from Davis square to 
Manchester, Market street, upper Dutton street, Central and Middlesex 
streets. 


Introduced and laid the first bituminous macadam in 
Lowell; 
the 


macadam paving that has proven such a relief to the taxpayer's pocket- 
book, by giving a degree of permanency to macadam paving, never be- 
fore experienced. 'First laid "by Mr. Morse at approach to Boulevard from 
Varnum avenua to Boulevard. 


If ever the abilities of Mr. Morse were put to the test it was in the- 


lowering of the sewer in Merrimack square. 
Referred, to oftentimes 
in 


the past, yet, it never can be spoken of too often as showing the capabili- 
ties of the man. In the face of the greatest discouragements and difficul- 
ties, with engineers and contractors saying it was not practicable, Mr, 
Morse went ahead and accomplished what seemed impossible. He low- 
ered that sewer at a cost of $21,000 and brought about a transformation 
in building construction in Merrimack square, with increased taxation 
paying over and over again the original cost of the sewer. 
While Of 


course, the sewer is underground, it is indeed a monument to the skill 
and ability of Mr. Morse, and one of the greatest feats 
of sewer con- 


struction ever accomplished in this country. 


Was not afraid to tackle the Appleton street job With its stupend- 


ous difficulties, and solid ledge five feet wide and eleven feet deep. 
Mr. 


Morse purchased two compressors which saved a year's 
time on thii 


job, as against the old method of hand steel drilling. 
3828. cubic yard* 


of ledge was taken out. The National Engineering company was 
paid 


$5.00 a cubic.yard for removal of ledge 
at 
Pawtucket 
bridge. 
Thia 


same cost applied to 3S23 yards on Appleton street job 
would 
amount 


to $19,140. Yet, Mr. Morse has removed that amount of ledge and laid 
a new sewer also at a cost of $17,000. 


The oiling of streets under another administration 
had proven 
a 


failure, and caused loud and just complaints from 
citizens in general 


until Mr. Moi*se took hold and solved the problem 
of 
how to lay oil 


properly on streets. In this connection also, he broke the contract with 
the American Car Sprinkler company without loss 
to 
the city 
and 


provided for two cars instead of three, and 
also discontinued eleven 


watering carts which horses are diverted to other street work, effect- 
ing a saving of $77 a day for team hire. 


Mr. Morse urged and pleaded in 1915 with the city council that h« 


be permitted to build Pawtucket bridge 
with 
the 
supervision 
and 


assistance of Engineer Oenman at a total, cost of $80,000. 
His advice 


and pleadings went unheeded and today 
wa 
have a 
new 
Pawtuoket 


bridge at a cost of $155,000. 


Has not enough been said to prove that Mr. Morse is the right man 


for the job and, therefore, should be retained in office?
